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PATENT RULES REVOLUTIONIZED 

Vv hen application for basic patents was made, trie 
existing U. S. Patent Office rules were not broad 
enough to grant the protection to which the Eskwin 
was entitled. 

The Constitution of the United States reads in part: 
'"^Article 1, Section 8. "The Congress shall have 
power;" Clause 8. "To promote the progress of 
Science and useful Arts, by securing for limited 
Times to Authors and Inventors the exclusive Right 
to their respective vv ritings and Discoveries." 

When the application for patent protection was 
finally carried to the highest Authority and adjudged 
according to the Spirit of the Constitution, it was 
decreed that Letters Patents for the Eslcwin should 
he granted. 

It was this decision that upset past logic and revolu- 
tionized, in a degree, patent law practice.
